CELEBRATE TOWN’S 
1000TH BIRTHDAY 

Meissen, Saxony, Listens to 


Chimes Made From Ware 
Which Gave It Fame.

MEISSEN, Saxony, 
Meissen, city of 


June l. — 
worid-famous 
chinaware, was a thousand years 


old today. It told the world about 
it by means of chimes of percelain 
played for the first time. 

The chimes, placed in the bel- 
fry of the Stadtkirche, or civic 
church, overlooking the ancient 
market place, were designed by 
Prof. Boerner in the historic Meis- 
sen “Porzellanmanufaktur” and 
represent a new departure in bell 
construction. The tone is declared 
by experts to be quite as full and 
round as that of metal bells, and 
in some respects even more pleas- 
ing. 


Another memorial of ‘the thou- | 
sand-year celebration is the reno- | 


vated interior of St. Nicholas 
Church, which was dedicated May 
26. Meissen porcelain has replaced 
wood and stone in the interior, and 
the walls are covered with huge 
porcelain tablets to the memory of 
the 1700 citizens of Meissen who 
fell in the World War. In the in- 
tervals between these tablets are 
large figures in porcelain of cry- 
ing children and of mothers bear- 
ing torches. On the altar is a 
large porcelain figure of Christ 
stretching his hands in blessing to 
mourning 
children. 

The thousand-year festival pro- 
gram also included historical pag- 
eants, festive illumination of Meis- 
sen castle and daily concerts and 
historic theater plays.

Asserts Board Has No Author- 
ity to Interfere in Dismissal 
of City Employes.

Replying to the April grand 
jury’s criticism in its final re- 
Friday of conditions at 


city hospital, partly attributed to 
lack of harmony between the Effi- 
ciency Board and the Hospital Su- 
perintendent, William T. Kircheis, 
chairman of the fficiency Board, 
said yesterday he does not under- 
stand why his board should be as- 
sailed by the grand jury. 

Kircheis said the Efficiency 
Board does not seek to interfere 
with administration of affairs at 
the hospital or to influence the 
promotion or dismissal of employ- 


es, the charter forbidding such in- 
terference. He added he would) 
confer with Circuit Attorney Miller, | 
to ascertain definitely, if possible, 
the grounds upon which the grand | 


The grand jury went further in- 
ctiticism of the Efficiency 
Board, charging that “In the De-| 
partment of Public Utilities we | 
have found that, apparently with-| 
out the exercise by the Efficiency 
Board of the check and control 
given them by the charter, honest 
and efficient employes have been 
demoted or discharged, apparently 
as a result of making careful and 
prudent investigations and reports 
on the city’s behalf.”’ 

The grand jury recommended 
“hearty co-operation” at the hos- 
pital; selection of a superintendent 
‘who should be. permitted to run 
the institution as he seets fit, and 
be held responsible for its opera- 
tion and efficiency,” and construc- 
tion of needed extensions, 

“The superintendent,” said the 
report, “should be authorized to 
select employes and then certify 
them to the Efficiency Board as 
to their fitness.” 

Charter on Examinations. 

As to the Iutter recommendation, 
Kicheis said the Charter provides 
the Efficiency Board shall ex- 
amine all applicants and certify 
the three with the best grades to 
the hospital superintendents from 
whem to select his appointments.

POCKET VETOES CLARIFIED. 

Pocket vetoes are clarified by the decision of the 
United States Supreme Court in the case of the Oka- 
nogan Indians. This case was on all fours with that | 
of Muscle Shoals. That is, the President had sub- | 
| jected to pocket veto an appropriation bill affecting 
the Indians which went to Mr. Coolidge in 1926. The: 
issue related to the following from the Constitution: 

If any bill shall mot be returned by the Presi- 
dent within 10 days—Sundays excepted—aftcr 
it shall have been presented to him, the same 
shall be a law in like manner as if he had signed 
it, unless the Congress by their adjournment pre. 

vent its return, in which case it shall not he a 

law. 

In resisting the claim of Senator Norris, the House 
Judiciary Committee, and others making the legalis- 
tic point that Congress is not truly adjourned until 
the close of its final session, the Government pre- 
| Sented an argument that seemed to us unanswerable.

'It showed that Mr. Madison, one of the makers of | 
the Constitution, and perhaps its foremost inter- 
preter, had made use of the pocket veto in exactly 
the same way that Mr. Coolidge had made use of it 
|in the case of the Okanogan Indians and that of 
|Muscie Shoals. This important discovery forecast 
the decision just handed down. 

The pocket veto dispute illustrates the difficulty 
of complete understanding as to anything written. 
“Adjournment” can be as easily construed to mean

SHALL WE TRAVEL IN THE ARCTIC? | 


In an address before the Third National Aeronautic 
meeting, Vilhjalmur Stefansson said the greatest 
field for commercial aviation is in the Arctic. He, 
showed that the distance from Pekin to New York 
is 2000 miles shorter via the Arctic than by the 
present route, and tmat Seattle is 1000 miles nearer 
to Moscow if the Arctic is traversed. Mr. Stefansson | 
anticipated objections to the establishment of air 
routes in the far North by shattering myths and 
misinformation that exist concerning it. 

Most American schoolboys grow up firmly believ- | 
ing that the far North is a uniform expanse of snow. 
and ice the year round, and that its only inhabitants | 
are an outlandish race of people called Eskimos. | 
It is believed that all Eskimos live in houses made of | 
snow and ice, entrance into which being gained by 
crawling on all-fours through a small opening. Fur-! 
ther, that Eskimos have nothing to do except to 
break holes in the ice and catch fish, and that they | 
regard as delicacies such outrageous food as seal oil. 

Mr. Stefansson says in his journeys among Arctic | 
tribes 25 per cent of the natives never saw a snow 
house, and half of them had never even heard of one. 
Arctic winds are no worse than winds elsewhere. 
The dreaded Arctic night never becomes pitch darx 
because the ice and snow reflects the light of moon 
and stars and doubles their force, while the Northern 
Lights add to the illumination. At a half-mile above 
earth, the temperature is usually 30 to 50 degrees 
warmer than on the ground, and landing places, Stef- | 
ansson claims, are abundant. | 

Greenland and Iceland, two islands synonymous 
in the public mind with Arctic frigiditv amd desola- | 
tion, would be traversed by airplanes if Stefansson | 
had his way. Of course, climate is very severe in| 
those islands, but it by no means lives up to the’ 
popular impression. Iceland has approximately | 
100,000 inhabitants who live very much like people 
in other parts of the world, and its coldest months, | 
February and March, have an average temperature 
of approximately 27 degrees above zero. Greenland 
is less habitable, having very few residents who are 
not natives, but even its temperatures are not as 
In the southern 
part of the island they range from 48 degrees in 
summer to 21 in winter. In the extreme north. 
summer temperature is 35 above while 
the winter, of course, is of great severity, averaging 
below zero. Air routes obviously would not be | 
charted that far north. South Greenland boasts of | 
hot springs, one of which attains a temperature of 
108 degrees.

What is the President's business 

What is the business of Congress’ 


How can these questions be answered, 
if answered at all? Partly at least, by ref- 
erence to the writings of the Fathers, deci- 
siong of the Supreme Court, and practices 
of politics. And about as many answers can 
be found as there are writers on the sub- 
ject—this, notwithstanding the rule _ (for 
babes in the school-books that the power of 
Government, like all Gaul, is divided into 
three parts. executive, legislative and judi- 
cial.

The siogan, ‘Mind your own business,’ 
is of course sound, If we could all take our 
own advice, we might be happier. But 


very often the cry merely means “Let us 
alone,” 

No doubt the slogan will bring applause 
on occasion. I can remember, back in the 
dim middle ages of American history when 
Mr. Roosevelt was President. the ringing 
cheers which greeted an attack on “Theo- 
dore, the Meddler,” for usurping the powers 
of Congress. Around the snowy table were 
florid-faced gentlemen in immaculate and 
expansive (4nd expensive) linen. Roose- 
velt had been withdrawing public lands from 
sale—-to be sure under an act of Congress. 
He had been prosecuting the Northern Se- 
curities Company—to be sure under an act 
of Congress. And the Hon. Joseph G. Can- 
non sat enthroned in all his glory at the 
other end of the Avenue, At the aforesaid 
memorable dinner speakers raged against 
executive “usurpation” and insisted on a 
“return to proper constitutional practices. ’ 
(It is strange that to many people most 
good things scem to be “returns.” not “ad- 
vances." Why is that?) 

Verily, Mr. Roosevelt, like the man in 
Arkansas who said in an outburst of corn- 
whisky enthusiasm that he could whip every 
man in Bill Pepper's saloon, had been “‘tak- 
ing in too much territory.” He flatly re- 
jected the idea that a President could do 
merely the things he was expressly author- 
ized to do by the Constitution—which cer- 
tainly are not numerous. Quite to the 
contrary, he said that it was not onl: the 
l’resident’s right but his duty “to do any- 
thing that needs of the Nation demanded 
unless such action was forbidden by § the 
Constitution or the laws.” Then he went on 
to add that he acted “for the common well- 
being of all our people whenever and in 
whatever manner was necessary, unless pre- 
vented by direct constitutional or legisla- 
tive prohibition.” 

At another dinner in New York, years ijat- 
er, I heard gentlemen in expansive (and ex- 
pensive) linen thank God for a “strong 
executive.” to check the populistic follies 
of Congress. That was after President Cool- 
idge had vetoed the McNary-Haugen bill 
with a ringing, stinging message which 
showed eonsiderable heat In the “Man of 
Iron,” 

NOw to get down to the meat of the mat-

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ter, there is no question that the Founding 
Fathers intended to give the President of 
the United States large and undefined pow- 
ers to be used discreetly but foreefuluy from 
time to time with respect to many-things. 
Alexander Hamilton put their views in 
nutshell: 

Energy in the Executive is a leading 
character in the definition of good gov- 
ernment . . Every man the least con- 
versant with Roman history knows how 
often that republic was obliged to take 
refuge, under the formidable title of 
Dictator, as well against the intrigues 
of ambitious individuals who aspired to 
the tyranny and the seditions of whole 
classes of the community whose con- 
duct threatened the existence of = all 
gcovernment, as against the invasions of 
external enemies. 


Hamilton did not say this behind the 
closed doors of the convention which draft- 
ed the Constitution. He put it in Number 
LXX of the “Federalist” as a public argu- 
ment directed to the voters and designed to 
induce them to approve the new instrument 
of Government. Hence Mr. IJ!loover, in 
searching among the writings of the Fath- 
era for the line which separates his power 
from that of Congress and for the bounda- 
ries of “his business.”"’ will discover things 
about as firm aa the floor of the Serbonian 
Bog. 

Practice does not settle anything either. 
Mr. Hoover may take for his model Zach- 
ary Taylor «ho made no promises and 
agreed to enforce the laws when, as, and if 
passed by Congress. He may look up the 
record of Andrew Jackson who destroyed 
the United States Bank in spite of Con- 
gress and told the Supreme Court that he 
took an oath to uphold the Constitution as 
he understood it. meaning not necessarily 
as judges interpreted it. Or the search- 
ing First Magistrate could with profit read 
a passage from Abraham Lincoln stating 
that, in his opinion, a President might con- 
stitutionally do things otherwise unconsti- 
tutional if they were necessary to save the 
Constitution! Should he want the more (or 
less?) authentic precedents of modern 
times as guides, he may select the course of 
President Wilson or President Harding. 
both presumably constitutional executives. 


In other words, there is something in the 
separation of powers and the division of 
business, but nobody can find out eaactly 
what it is. Basing a policy or an excuse 
for action or inaction upon it, is like rely- 
ing on floating eiderdown. Certainly a ven- 
turesome President might work wonders 
constitutionally. set precedents ag great es 
those established by Washington, and still 
find himself peering into the impalpable 
darkness on the outer borders of his shad- 
owy realm. Many would cheer and many 
would object. Cheering or objecting would 
be a matter of whose ox is gored. 

As to advice on this tender point, the 
President should consult, not his Attorney- 
General, but Mr. William Rogers, one of 
our most realistic political thinkers, the pop- 
wlarity of whose judicial decisions ta a high 
tribute to the intelligence ef the American 
people and a piedge for the security ef our 
Kepublic.

In conclusion, let me sum _ up| 
briefly some of the still pronter ;

Mass production 
and mass distribution are substi- 
tuting scientific thinking for | 
guesses and substituting facts for | 
opinions in the condust of busi- 
ness. It seems to me inevitable 
that as business men in the future.

Last year Canada’s total im- 
ports, excluding gold and silver. 
amounted to $1,108,956,466. Of 
this amount, $719,442,513 worth 
of goods, came from the United 
States, and only $185,888,581 from 
the United Kingdam. In other 
words, almost 65 per cent of Can- 
ada’s imports were from the Unit- 
ed States, while less than 17 per 
the “home coun- 
tries.’ Imports from the United 
States were almost four times 
those from Great Britain. 

On the other side of the ledger, 
exports to the United 
States last year amounted to $478,- 
606,114, and to the United King- 
dom, $410,700,005. 

These figures are galling to the 
Canadian with strong British lean- 
ings, and especially so to those 
with strong imperialistic convic- 
tions. Great Britain has sent 
commission after commission into 


| Canada to study causes and make 


recommendations for the diversion 
of the American trade, but the 
plain fact remains that with the 
low Canadian tariff, it is cheap- 
cr and more convenient te get 
goods from the United States than 
from the United Kingdom.

In the recent liquor-smuggling

ition. The French-Canadian Quebec 
| Liberals were not keen for the pro- 
posal. With their French _toler- 
ance, they could not understand 
why anyone should want absolute 
prohibition or why Canada should 
be asked to take the responsibility 
of enforcing another nation’s laws. 

Yet if it were not for the evident 
gross neglect of the United States 
to enforce its laws against rum 
smuggling, Premier King, accord- 
ing to good authorities, would be 
willing to go a long way toward 
meeting the American request. As 
a fact, the Canadian Government 
effered to give American customs 
officers the privilege of being pres- 
ent on Canadian soil when the 
clearance papers were handed to 
the liquor exporters, but this was 
brusquely rejected by the American 
State Department. 

In negotiations like those on the 
liquor-smuggling treaty, Premier 
King believes that each issu2 should 
be settled on its own merits. Nev-

may be shot in other parts of the 
park. 

Signs on the highway just south 
of Sligo mark the branch road 
leading to the park. Inside the 
boundaries, the road winds through 
an extremely wild and rugged sec- 
tion, and splits, one route leading 
to the deer pen and the other into 
the game preserve. There are sev- 
eral isolated campaign places in 
the park, but water should be 
taken, as there are few springs 
near the road. Upon application to 
the superintendent of thé park, vis- 
itors may obtain permission to as- 
cend the fire tower, where a look- 
out watches against forest fires. 

Another short trip from Steel- 
ville is to Meramec Springs, south 
of St. James. Highway No. 19 is 
retraced to Cuba and No. 1 taken 
to St. James, from where a county 
road leads to the Springs, one of 
the most picturesque in the State. 
Privately owned, several efforts 
have been made by the State to 
purchase the land and make a 
State park out of it. 

High bluffs surround the Spring 
on three sides and from beneath 
the base of one bluff the clear, 
cold water of the spring gushes to 
form a miniature lake. It is one 
of the largest springs in the State 
and flows at from 45,000,000 to 
270,000,000 gallons of water a day. 

About six miles west of Steel- 
ville, a new lodge was recently 
opened—Indian Springs Lodge. Lo- 
cated on the south bank of the 
river, it may be reached by a coun- 
ty road. Excellent facilities are 
provided. 

An attractive picnic spot, about 
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a mile south of Meramec Springs, 
may be reached by yet another 
county road. The river at. this 
point may be forded on horseback 
but is too high to be crossed in 
an automobile. 
Throughout the section surround- 
ing Steelville, the scenery is rugged 
and picturesque, with numerous 
springs and’ creeks and wooded 
hills and valleys. Hikers may start 
out in almost any direction with 
the assurance they will obtain an 
hour or two of splendid recreation. 
By returning to St. Louis on 
Missouri Highway No. 8 which 
leaves Highway No. 19 at Steel- 
ville, the motorist passes over one 
of the most picturesque roads in 
Missouri, slightly rough in spots 
but graveled and passable except 
when the streams are at flood 
stage. 
Between Steelville and Potosi, a 


distance of 36 miles, the road dips 


and swerves like a scenic railway, 
cutting through dense woods or 
skirting almost impenetrable un- 
derbrush. Two one-way bridges, 
without railings and of the type 
still in existence in many parts of 
the Ozarks, are still used on this 


road. At other points, the streams 
are forded. There are many de- 
lightful picnic spots along Huzzah 
Creek and other streams. 

At Potosi, the road joins Mis- 
souri Highway No. 21 which, in 
turn, connects just this side of De 
Soto with U. 8S. No. 61, which is 
paved into St. Louis. 

As related in a previous article, 
Highway No. 21 is smooth and 
wide and traverses a delightful sec- 
tion. Highway crews are constant- 
ly scraping and leveling the road 
between Potosi and De Soto and, 
as a result, this stretch is as good 
ae concrete. 

A soft drink stand has been 
erected on the north branch of Big 
River and seems to be the gather- 
ing place for many persons living 
in the vicinity, particularly on Sun

For Symphony 


ERNARDINO MOLINARI, for 
B tn last two years among the 

guest conductors of the St. 
Louis Symphony Orchestra, will re- 
turn in the same capacity in the 
course of the Golden Jubilee sea- 
son, it was announced by the Con- 
ductors’ Committee of the _ 58t. 
Louis Symphony Society last night. 

Negotiations just completed will 
bring Molinari here for the first 
two weeks in January, 1930, and 
he will conduct two regular pairs 
of symphonic concerts. 

At one time it tooked as though 
Molinari could not be secured for 
the coming year, because of his en- 
gagement by the New York Phil- 
harmonic Symphony Orchestra as 
one of the three guest conductors 
for its 1929-30 season, in which 
he shares the baton with Toscanini 
and Mengelburg. 

The conductors for the 
Jubilee season here will be: 

E. Fernandez Arbos, conductor 
of the Royal Orchestra, Madrid, 
who arrives in October to direct 
the pre-season rehearsals and who 
will be in St. Louis nine weeks, 
conducting seven pairs of concerts. 

Bernardino Molinari, artistic di- 
rector of the Augusteo Concerts, 
lIiome, who arrives to conduct the 
concerts of Jan. 3-4 and Jan. 11-12. 

Georg Szell, chief conductor of 
the Staats-Oper, Berlin, who will 
conduct four pairs of symphonic 
concerts beginning Jan. 20 and 
closing Feb. 16. 

Eugene Goossens, conductor of 
the Hochester Symphony Orches- 
tra, who will conduct five concert 
pairs between Feb. 24 and March 
30. 

Szell, like Molinari, is a special 
importation by the St. Louis or- 
chestra and will make his debut in 
America here, it is understood. He 
is a native of Vienna, and a pro 
tege of Richard Strauss, under 
whom at the old Royal Opera at 
Berlin he made his professiona! 
debut as conductor. For the last 
four years he has been chief con- 
ductor at the Staats-Oper where 
he has introduced all the modern 
works and conducted the more im- 
portant of the revivals. Although 
but 32 years of age he has been 
an important figure among the 
younger German conductors since 
1916 and previous to that time had 
an international reputation as a 
youthful genius of the piano and 
in composition, having toured Aus- 
tria. Germany and England in the 
dual role of pianist-composer when 
he was 11 years of age.

pending for several weeks, accord- } 
ing to real estate men. 

The site. now occupied by 
buildings, will be opposite the 
Union Station plaza, which will 
embrace the area between Eight- 
eenth and Twentieth and between 
Chestnut and Market streets. 
Money for the purchase of the 
property for the plaza is provided 
for in the city’s revolving fund un- 
der the bond issue, which alse 
provides for the widening of Mar- 
ket street. Work on these civic 
improvements has been delayed for 
lack of funds. 

The nature of the building to be 
erected on the Nathan Frank prop- 
erty has not been disclosed. The 
haif biock, which will afford a 
view of both the proposed plaza 
and Union Station. is regarded as 
constituting a superb Site for a ho- 
tel structure or for a business 
building. 

Shortiy after Frank purchased 
this site, plans were disctosed for 
a lofty hotel structure, The plaza, 
at that time, appeared to be such 
a remote possibility that the proj- 
ect collapsed. 

Henry K. Wetsels, president of 
Henry RK. Weisels, Inc. went to 
New York last night to obtain a 
loan for a new big buiiding, but 
the location of this project was not 
disclosed.

By the Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, June 1.—Re- 
ports circulated ct the time a party 
of Congressinen returned from 
Panama that liquor had been seen 
in the baggage of William M. Mor- 


gan, Representative from Qhio, 
were denied ia a statement issued 
by the Treasury yesterday. 

As a result of the inquiry into 
the Morgan case, however, and the 
publicity given the custom of grant- 
ing freedom of the port to mem- 
bers of Congress returning from 
aboard, the Treasury is expected 
to issue new orders soon regarding 
the expediting of baggage and the 
granting of freedom of the port. 

The statement of Seyrnour Low- 
man, assistant secretary in charge 
of customs service, said that his 
investigation showed that none of 
the customs inspectors saw any 
liquor in or associated with any of 
the baggage of Kepresentative 
Morgan or his family. 

The statement said: 

“As soon as the Treasury De- 
partment’s attention was called to 
the controversies attendant upon 
the arrival of the Congressional 
party on the Cristobal in New 
York on March 25, the department 
made a careful investigation con- 
cerning the handling of the bag- 
gage of the party and the reports 
concerning the handling of Repre- 
sentative Morgan's and his famliy’s 
baggage. 

‘The sworn statements of the 
customs officers in New York 
were taken. They show conclusive- 
ly that none of the inspectors saw 
any liquor in or associated with 
any of the baggage of Representa- 
tive Morgan or his family and that 
the whole matter rested upon 
what was believed by some mem- 
bers of the party to be a discrim- 
ination concerning the freedom of 
the port and upon conversations 
which took place at’ the pier and 
different interpretations as to what

But those who are most passion- 
ately involved in the fray are as mil- 
itant and as watchful as ever. Not 
long ago it would have been difficult 
to have found a single noncombatant 
on the entire campus. Even the town 
itself was divided. So profound was 
the conflict between the old and the 
new morality. 

The outburst was immediately occa- 
ejoned by an article which appeared in 
the New Student, a New York peri- 
odical of more or less radical tenden- 
cies. But this article, reprinted in 
the student paper, the Daily Cardinal, 
merely served to give new life to a 
controversy of very iong standing. 

The article was called “Our Dean- 
Natured Morality’’ and was signed by 
“Phyllis Blanchette,” a pseudonym. 
Almost at once it became known that 
it had been written by a former stu- 
dent of the University of Wisconsin. 
And at once it was seized upon as a 
portrait, however fair or unfair, of the 
dean of women here, Miss F. Louise 
Nardin. 

It was a portrait etched in vitriol. 
It represented the dean in question as 
autocratic and tyrannical, bent on fer- 
reting out sins whether they existed 
or not, seeing evil in the most trifling 
manifestations of campus life. It gave 
voice to rumors current for years on 
the campus. It accused her of hav- 
ing an espionage system. It intimat- 
ed that the president of the university 
involved would be glad to be rid of 
the woman 


There was no neutrality. Ancient 
factione formed anew. Dean Nardin's 
adherents protested loudly And a 


semi-officia! character was given (to 
the whole thing when Dean of Men 
Scott H. Goodnight gave out an: inter- 
view intimating that the article must 
have been written by some woman 
student who had been recently disct- 
plined by Miss Nardin. He termed the 
attack ‘‘an infamy on a real woman.’ 
and ‘‘the rankest idiocy.’ 


HEN some of the ashouting 
W had died away there emerged 
a movement to discover 
whether or not the charges have any 
basis of truth. The Daily Cardinal 
atated editorially its belief that 
an investigation was necessary \and 
members of the editorial board are 
now seeking affidavits from giris who 
have been involved with the dean. 
“The Daily Cardinal fully realizes 
the complexities and the intangible 
character of disciplinary systems, as 
well as the multiplicity of currents 
and cross currents in the administra- 
tive and instructional staffs of this 
university,” the editorial stated. 
**‘Nevertheless, we believe that unsar- 
ory conditions are unnecessary and 
that investigation of the question 
raised by publication of the ‘Our Dean- 
Natured Morality’ article can produce 
only beneficial results.

consideration should be shown — 
the persons likely to be involved, 

but, above every other considera- 
tion, the best ends of the uni- 
versity and its student body 
should be regarded.’’ 

With this end in view the Car- 
inal is carrying forward the in- 
vestigation. Mrs. Meta Berger, 

a member of the university Board 

of Regents and wife of former 
Congressman Victor Berger, who 

has long been opposed to Miss 
Nardin's disciplinary methods, 
has indicated that if sufficient 
fucts are placed in her hands she will 
carry the affair to the board. 

That is the present status of the 
matter. Some excerpts from “Our 
Dean-Natured Morality’’ may give an 
idea of why the conflict raged so vio- 
lently: 

“She (the dean) has contributed 
the following recipes for female sal- 
vation. I give you my word of honor 
that, though the phraseology is my 
own, the ideas are entirely the dean's: 


“tT HE careful co-ed must not 
wear red dresses. Hed has a 
definite and quite regrettable 
effect on the male organism, making 
it difficult to concentrate on holy 
thoughts.

Glenn Frank, president of the University of Wisconsin, who 
the university still suffers from 
“vestigial remnants of maternalism.” 


“I believe,” she says, “that the 
standards of right and wrong have not 
changed since the first woman entered 
the university. My code is, I hope, 
the code of the Christian gentlewom- 
an. There are, of course, certain ele- 
ments that desire no discipline what- 
soever.”’ z 

Miss Nardin is a handsome woman, 
with almost pure white hair, brushed 
back from either side of her face. She 
speaks with the most precise and cul- 
tured voice. For four years before 
coming to the University of Wisconsin 
she taught English at the University 
of Missouri. Her brother is William 
T. Nardin of St. Louis, vice-president 
of the Pet Milk Company. 

In passing Miss Nardin refers to the 
Dora Russell episode. Last winter the 
Student Forum sought to bring Mrs. 
Russell, wife of the philosopher, Bert- 
rand Russell, to the campus to give & 
lecttire. Before Mrs. Russell arrived 
it became known that she approved of 
sex experimentation outside of mar- 
riage. At once there was am wproar 
which ended by university authorities 
forbidding Mrs. Russell the right to 
speak in a university building. Miss 
Nardin intimates that she believes 
this is the whole crux of the talk 
about the newer morality and sex lib 
eralism. 


“OC F COURSE,” she says, “if 
you hold to the Dora Russell 
view of happiness then there 
ls little to say. I do not. So much more 
enters into a relationship than the 
merely physical. Loyalty, courage, ia- 
tellectual interests, all these things 
have a@ part, and a very important 
part.

CHICAGO 
HERE was a great 
uproar in these 
parts the other day 
when atout, short 
Mrs. Catherine 
Cassier walked out 
of the Cook County 
Jail, a free woman. 
Newspapers wrote 
editorials, minis- 
ters fulminated. This, they sald, is 
Chicago justice. 


For Mrs. Carasler is the third wom- 
an to be sentenced to death for mur- 
der in Cook County. The first wom- 
an was a Creole whose sentence was 
finally commuted to life imprisonment. 
The second was Mrs. Nitti Crudelle 
Sabelle, who was granted a new tria! 
and at last set free. And now for the 
third time Chicago has apparently de- 
clined to hang a lady. This, said those 
concerned over Chicago's righteous- 
ness, is a perversion of justice. Here 
is the way {it ali came about: 

On the night of December 6, 1926, 
or, rather, early on the following 
morning, a policeman walking his beat 
on West North avenue came upon the 
body of a man sprawled on the icy 
pavement of an alleyway. In the line 
of duty he called headquarters and 
soon three or four detectives under 
Captain Dennis Carroll arrived on the 
BCcCene, 

It seemed 80 obviously an accident 

the work of a hit-and-run driver, 
the tracks of whose car curved Into 
(the alley from the street—-that an In- 
vestigation seemed scarcely necessary. 
But Captain Carroll noted one small 
detail that was to alter the course of 
a number of lives. He observed that 
the soles of the dead man's shoes were 
perfectly dry, whereas the streets for 
more than 24 hours had been covered 
with slush and ice. 

An examination of the body revealed 
another fact that aroused Carroll's 
suapicion. The neck was broken and 
there was the impact of a blow at the 
base of the skull, but no other In- 
juries, which was unusual if the man 
had been run down by a car.

brought before Carroll a woman 
who said she was Mrs. Lillian 
Lindstrom, widow of the dead man, 
William Lindstrom. Mrs. Lindstrom 
related that her husband had gone 
out about 10 o'clock in the eve- 
ning to get some tobacco. She had 
become increasingly alarmed when 
he did not return and finally, towerd 
morning, had gone out to look for him 
The police Captain was not entirely 
satisfied with her story, but he re- 


* OON the detectiver were able to 


leased her and told her to appear at 
the inquest three days. later. 

On the date set she failed to appear. 
Detectives soon discovered that she 
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had sold ali the furniture in the flat 
she shared with Lindstrom and had 
apparently vanished. Through a taxi 
driver they traced her to a Dorchester 
avenue address. There they found one 
Joseph C. Fraser, who readily proved. 
to Captain Carroll's satisfaction§ at 
least, that he was the woman's reali 
husband, that he had known nothing 
about her life with Lindstrom and that 
he had no connection with what now 
seemed to be murder 

Events moved rapidly to draw a 
Mrs. Casaler into the encompassing cir- 
cle which the law flung out. Fraser 
said his wife had gone to stay with 
her friend, Mrs. Cassier, at the latter's 
chicken farm in Porter County, Indi- 
ana. He mentioned, too, the name of 
Loren Patrick, employed on Mrs. Cass- 
icr’s farm. He said he didn't like 
Patrick; that he suspected him of hav- 
ing some part in Lindstrom's death. 


HE next move was to find Pat- 

rick and the Fraser woman. They 

were missing. Instead, the police 

went out to the little town of Crown 

Point, Indiana and brought Mrs. Cass- 

ler to the West North Avenue Police 
Station to confront Captain Carroll. 

She was calm and dispassionate and 
altogether collected. Even when they 
took her in to view Lindstrom’'s body 
she showed no emotion. She talked in 
a guarded way. Carroll was convinced 
that she was keeping something back. 
He told her that he would make her 
reveal the information he knew she 
WAK concealing 

But he didn't know Mrs. Casaler 
very well. She kept silent under pres- 
sure of every sort Even when they 
threatened to bring one charge or an- 
Other against her she refused to say 
more. Meanwhile, through a ruse, 
aided by Fraser, Vatrick and Mrs. 
Fraser were arrested. 

Three days and nights detectives 
battered at the weak will of Lillian 
Fraser. Then she broke. She told the 
story of a bungled. atupid murder for 
a few thousand dollars of Lindstrom’'s 
insurance that she would never have 
been able to collect under any circum- 
stances. She named her close friend, 
Mre. Cassler, as the principal in the 
plot.

When he 
was playing up to me while | was liv- 
ing with Fraser he was all sugar and 
pie. After I had lived with him a 
while he changed and sometimes he 
beat me. Mra. Cassler was there vis- 
iting me once when he abused me, and 
she took my part.

Until 1990 serious vellow-fever epi- 
demics were not at all uncommon in 
the Western Hemisphere. Havana, Rio 
de Janeiro, other Central and South 
American cities and New Orleans 
were Visited during the last century 
with repeated and sometimes devastat- 
ing ‘attacks.

then hurry there to study it in the dis- 
eased organs of its human victimes. It 
also meant that when there was no 
epidemic there could be no research, 
and even in the case of an epidemic 
the field of study was decidedly lim- 
ited by the fact that human beings, 
for obvious reason, do not lend them- 
selves to possibly fatal experiments 
with the nonchalance of guinea pigs 
In the early days in Cuba men had 
served as guinea pigs, and with valua- 
hle results, but the risks in a disease 
which sometimes kills four out of five 
were obviously too great to continue 
that practice. In 1921 Noguchi, the 
brilliant Japanese research worker of 
the Rockefeller Foundation, found a 
germ which he belleved was the villain 
in the case, but subsequent expert- 
ments proved him in error. 


A commission of the Rockefeller 
Foundation set to work upon the 
problem of vellow fever at Lagos, Ni- 
geria, in Africa, where the disease is 
epidemic. The first task was to find 


| N 1927 a notable advance was made 


an experimental anima! to which yel- 
low fever could be given. The Rocke- 
feller Foundation could not ask men 
to volunteer, as, under wholly differ- 
ent conditions, the United States Army 
commission headed by Reed had done 
in Havana. So a systematic search he- 
gan The investigators tried guinea 
pigs, white rats, white mice, pouched 
rats. kittens, goats, all the local fauna, 
but in vain. The blood from human 
yellow-fever patients, of whom large 
numbers were tested, entirely failed to 
affect anv of these animals. Finally, 
a shipment of monkeys was received 
and tested One of these species, an 
Indian monkey (Macacus rhesus) came 
down with the fever. Subsequent tests 
clearly demonatrated that thie species 
wae susceptible, and that the disease 
in it was in every way similar to the 
same disease in man. 

This wae a highly itmportant ad- 
vance in the study of the disease, and 
it soon gave promising results On 
January 17, 1929, Dr. Edward Hindle, 
an English research worker. read a pa- 
per before the Royal Society of Trop- 
ical Medicine and Hygiene in Lon- 
don. The title of the paper was ‘An 
Experimental Study of Yellow Fever. 
It was an account of some of the ex- 
periments Dr. Hindle had been per- 
forming with the non-immune Indian 
rnoonkeys, and it strongly indicates that 
at last a weapon has been found with 
which to prevent yellow fever, even 
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The female stegomyw (Aedes aegypti), the yellow fever-bearing mosquito. 


though one is bitten by an infected 
mosquito. 

Through a series of very intricate 
experiments, Dr. Hindle discovered 
that by inoculating a healthy monkey 
with very minute injections of virus 
taken from an infected monkey he 
could make the healthy monkey im- 
mune to subsequent very powerful in- 
jections of the virus. In other words, 
he showed that certain minimal injec- 
tions of the yellow-fever virus not only 
did not infect the monkey, but en- 
abled it to resist injections of the 
germs which killed other monkeys 
which had not had the previous min- 
imal dose 

“The results of my experiments,” 
says Dr. Hindle in hig report, ‘‘showed 
that a phenol-glycerine emulsion of the 
liver and spleen of an tnfected monkey 
conferred a very high degree of pro- 
tection against very large amounts of 


the virus. A formalinized suspension 
also showed the same vaccinating 
property.” 


The report continues as follows: 

“It will be obvious from the above- 
mentioned results that vaccination 
confers a high degree of protection 
against yellow fever in monkeys, espe- 


cially in view of the extremely viru- 


lent strain that has been used. 

All these monkeys were exposed to 
very severe tests. Considering that 
only seven out of the first forty mon- 
keys died of yellow fever, these fig- 
ures including the results of using vac- 
cine of poor or unknown virus content, 
it will generally be admitted that there 
is a reasonabie hope of this method of 
vaccination being of velue in yellow- 
fever prophylaxis.’ 


R. HINDLE’S report then goes 
D- to state that his i  ob- 

servations on monkeys have 
already been confirmed by Dr. H. de B 
Aragao, who, working in Brazil 
last year, obtained such favorable 
results that he decided to test the 
vaccine on human beings. With Dr 
Hindle's work before him, Dr. Aragao 
used a vaccine composed of 29 per 
cent auspension of the liver, spleen, 
brain and kidney of infected monkeys, 
to which was added 9.5 per cent phe- 
pol and 2 parts per 1000 formalde- 
hyde This was administered subcu- 
taneously, in 2-cubic-centimeter doses, 
to the laboratory workere at the In- 
stitute Oswaldo Cruz, in Rio de Janel- 
ro, with no ill effects Subsequently 
it was used in the small town of Nilop- 
olis, a suburb of Rio, where the epi- 
demic had manifested itself. Between 
309 and 400 people were vaccinated, 
including the health officers working 
in the infected neighborhoods and peo- 
ple living either in the same houses as, 
or in the vicinity of, yellow-fever 
cases. While scientiste are not yet 
drawing conclusions from these tests, 
it is noticeable that none of the vac- 
cinated people contracted the disease, 
although some of them must have been 
exposed to infection. In any case, 
heaith authorities In Brazil have been 


so encouraged by these results that 
the vaccine is being produced on a 
large scale for use by the Public 
Health Department. 

Officials of the Rockefeller Foun- 
dation in New York, when interviewed 
for the Post-Dispatch, refused to make 
any statements about the new vaccine 
except to say that they were observing 
its use in Brazil with great interest 
and that it would prove to be a great 
victory if successful. If the vaccine 
proves to be efficacious it will pre- 
vent any recurrence of yellow fever in 
the future. By inoculating children 
living in countries where the stego- 
myia lives a general immunity will be 
created, and thus while no cure has 
yet been found for yellow fever after 
it once attacks a person, such attacks 
will in all probability be completely 
avoided. 


HE discovery of such a vaccine 
le of more than merely aca- 
demic interest to people in 
the United States. New Orleans has 
in the past hed terrible epidem- 
ics of yellow fever and the evil mos- 
quito is still to be found there. The 
only thing that keeps this type of mos- 
quito from being a messenger of death 
is the fact that it has no yellow-fever 
victims to feed on and from whom it 
can get the germ. But if the quaran- 
tine regulations.at the port of New 
Orleans should by any chance be ap- 
plied careleasiy enough to admit a sin- 
gie traveler carrying the disease from 
an infected port, there is nothing in 
the world to prevent another epidemic 
of the scourge. What applies to New 
Orleans very likely applies to other 
Southern ports in the West Indies and 
South and Central America-—every- 
where, in fact, where the stegomyla 
lives. 

Vigilant sanitation can keep the 
breeding of this mosquito down to @ 
minimum, but in the absence of a vac- 
cine or a cure even strict sanitation 
is not an infallible preventive of an 
outbreak of the disease. Indeed, the 
present epidemic in Brazil is a ciear 
example of this 

Rio de Janeiro ta a city of close to 
2,000,000 itnhabitante and its health 
administration is admittedly one of the 
best in the world In 190%, as a re- 
suit of the campaign against yellow 
fever undertaken by Oswald Cruz in 
1992, the disease had disappeared from 
the city. He organized an army of some 
1500 health workers whose sole duty 
was to war against the mosquito 

Once each week every dweliing 
place was inspected for possible breed- 
ing places. While it was practically 
impossible entirely to destroy the dan- 
gerous mosquito, its presence was kept 
to a minimum. For years following 
1908 yellow fever was unknown in Rio, 
so about eight years ago the army of 
m uito killers was dispensed with, 
although strict sanitary reguiations 
still prevailed.

Now the army of mosquito kill- 
ers has again been organizeg; but 
even if there are no more than @ 
dozen of the evil mosquitoes alive 
in a city, the danger of a serious 
spread of the disease is always 
present in the absence of any ef- 
fective vaccine. Thys it is that 
since the complete elimination of 
the mosquito is hardly possible. 
and since science has not yet been 
able to isolate the yellow-fever 
germ to effect a cure, health 
workers from all over the world 
are watching the use of the new 


vaccine with intense interest 


in the year for 
such a contro- 
versy to arise. 
Final examina-
